HOSTILITIES ABOUT MANILA MAY 
CEASE IN, FEW HOURS. 


President McKinley Has Been Advised 
of the New Turn in Affairs, Said 
to Be Outlined in Dispatches 
Just Received From Gen. Otis. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—To-day War 
Department officials make the statement 
that the end of the conflict in Manila is 
near at hand. 

They say that hostilities are likely to 
end within a few days, possibly within a 
few hours. 

This important statement, it is said at 
the War Department, is based on to-day’s 
Government dispatches from Gen. Otis, 

President McKinley has been advised of 
the change in the situation. 

What these significant dispatches con- 
tain the officials will not make public, but 
there is an air of assurance and relief in 
the War Department to-day that has not 
appeared there since the beginning of hos- 
tilities with the Filipinos. 

The inference to be drawn from what is 
stated is that Aguinaldo, or the other lead- 
ers of the Filipino Republic, have indicated 
a desire to cease fighting and submit to the 
authority of Gen, Otis as the representative 
of the United States Government.

Spain’s Official Assent to the 
Terms of Peace. 


EXCHANGE IS THE NEXT STEP. 


SPANISH ENVOY WILL COME TO 
WASHINGTON. 


It May Require Five or Six Weeks” 
Time to Complete the Formal Ex- 
change of the Ratification 
of the Document. 


MADRID, March 17.—The Queen Regent 
has signed the treaty of peace between 
Spain and the United States. 

The signed treaty of peace will be for- 
warded to the French Ambassador at 
Washington, M. Jules Cambon, for ex- 
change with the one signed by President 
McKinley. No decree on the subject will 
be published in the Official Gazette. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—In the absence 
of any direct diplomatic communication 
between the United States and Spain, Sec- 
retary Hays expects to receive his first 
formal notice of the ratification of the peace 
treaty by the Queen Regent through the 
medium of the French Embassy here. 

The next step must be taken by Spain; 
that is, she must name her special envoy 
and notify the United States Government of 
the probable date upon which he will pre- 
sent himself in Washington with the ex- 
change copy of the treaty of peace. Al- 
though in most instances little more than 
a perfunctory ceremony, in the case of the 
exchange of ratifications of this treaty, 
the details will be of more than ordinary 
interest, for the occasion will be historical. 
It may require five or six weeks time to 
finally conclude the official ratification of 
the treaty, 

The draft of the trdaty of peace between 
Spain and the United States was signed 
in Paris on Dec. 10, 1898. It was approved 
by the United States by a vote of 67 to 27, 
on Feb. 26, and was signed by the Presi-

POLITICAL RIOT AT A POLL. 


THOMAS BOWLING KILLED BY 
WILLIAM NEUSEL.

Three Lives Forfeited to the Politica]

publican Primary in the 
Nineteenth Ward. 


Jack Williams,a former detective on Chief 
Desn.ond's staff, who was dismissed from 
the force a little less than a year ago for 
neglect of duty, killed two men Thursday 
afternoon at the Republican primary poll- 
ing place for Precinct Two of the Nine- 
teenth Ward. 

Edward Kassebaum, an unmarried man, 
who lived with his aged parents, at 3208 
Burrett st., and “Bud” Pearce, a young 
negro stable hand, who formerly worked 
at the fair grounds for the late George 
Grasmuck, were the victims of Williams’ 
revolver. Williams was not ehooting at 
them. They were killed, Pearce instantly 
and Kassebaum dying ehortly after being 
wounded, by stray bullets. 

Willlams is now under arrest. That he 


is in the holdover reflects no credit upon 
the policemen stationed at the polling 
eg nor upon the detectives sent out by

Presently Jack Wiitiams and nis com- 
panions came along. We all spoke and I 
told them that everything there was on 
the square and there would be no trouble. 
Then John Barry called Williams a vile 
name and told him he had better leave. 
A man named Hartwig said something in- 
sulting and Harry Horracks knocked him 
down. Fd Damman drew a revolver and 
fired it repeatedly, like a crazy man. Pilly 
Jehman and others cried out: ‘Shoot 
them!’ At this time I don’t think Wil- 
liams or any of his companions had a re- 
volver. : 

“Some time after this Barry again ap- 

roached Williams and repeatedly insulted 

im. Williams started toward him. Then 
Barry drew a knife. Williams began back- 
ing, cyidently intent on reaching his wag- 
on. None of his companions were with 
him then. He drew his revolver, but dil 
not fire until Gastdorf drew his revolver, 
pointed it at Williams and snapped it.

William Neusel, who killed Thomas Bom- 
litz after a discussion of the Williams 
case, Was arrested soon after the shooting, 
through the agency of George Zilch, a 
small boy, living at 4027 N. Twenty-second 
st. The boy saw Neusel run from the sa- 
loon and hurry west towards Grand av. 
He followed on the opposite side of the 
Street. Just as the fleeing man reached 
the corner of Grand av. and Natural Bridge 
rd., the boy met Sert. Forgey of the 
Fifth District. To the officer he told the 
story of the killing and a moment later 
Neusel was under arrest. He was taken 
to the Fair Grounds Sub-station, and, on 
orders from the main station, removed to 
the station at Tenth and North Market sts. 

There he was seen shortly after his ar- 
rival and made a statement regardi the 
killing. He claimed that during the ehtire 
day he had had trouble with Bomlitz, a 
strong supporter of Lehman, Neusel, who 
Wasa ron eas oe of Rothschild, so he says, 
attempted to keep away from trouble, but 
during the latter part of the afternoon, 
claims that Bomlitz made an attempt to 
stab ‘him. In support of this story he ex- 
hibited a hole in his coat sleeve, which had 
evidently been made by some sharp instru- 
ment, and also a cut on his forehead, re- 
quiring eix stitches. 

Bormlitz was 26 years old and lived at 
3006 N. Twenty-third set. Neusel lives at 
319 Lee av. 

Williams was seen in the holdover Fri- 
day morning by a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
To him the former detective practically 
reiterated the interview he gave out in 
Chief Desmond's office after he surren- 
dered. 

“The worst feature about the affair,” 
eaid Williams, ‘‘is the company I was with. 
That gives the matter a bad look. 

“Coxey Holden was not with us. We met 
him on Grand av., near where the shooting 
took place. 

“We did not go to that neighborhood 
looking for trouble, nor did I intend taking 
any part in the election. We were simply 
out oe around, having a good time. The 
trouble that did arise was not of my mak- 
ing, nor of any of my companions. 

‘Somebody fired a shot and the bullet 
went through ‘Bullet’ Dwyer’s hat. Then 
the police made an arrest. Then Jack 
Barry came toward us and said we could 
not vote there. He drew a big dirk knife 
and started toward me. I backed off and 
said I did not want to fight. It was then 
I saw a fellow I euppose is Gastdorf. I saw 
him go into his pocket and draw his pistol. 
He leveled it at me and snapped it. 8a Ww 
that I must either shoot him or be shot. I 
drew my revolver and fired at him. He 
sprang behind a telephone pole in front of 
Martin’s galoon. I do not see how I could 
miss both him and the pole. I saw no negro 
there at any time. I have not seen this 
waste man, Kassebaum, who was shot and 
killed.”’ 

Williams said he went on the police force 
in March, 189, and in less than a month 
he was promoted to be a patrolman. In 
less than a year he was doing especial duty 
and was made a detective. Though he was 
an efficient officer he was before the Board 
four times. TDast May he was dismissed 
from the force because of the fact that he 
associated with rsone under the ban of 
the police. Williams is 27 years old and 
single. He is a handsome fellow, with a 
frank, open countenance, and a magnifi- 
sent physique. He is as bold as a lion and 
is liked by everybody connected with the 
Police Department.

THE ONCE GREAT SPECULATOR|i ENRAGED MAN THREW HIS 


HAD LOST HIS ALL. 


/FATE UNKIND IN HIS OLD AGE. 


New Men and New Methods Crowded 
to the Wall the Man Who for 
Years Ruled the Pit. 


CHICAGO, March 17.—Benjamin Peters 
Hutchiason, known in Board of Trade cir- 
cles as “Old Hutch,’ ’is dead. He was born 
70 years ago at Lynn, Mass. From 1874 
to 1890 he was the most daring speculator 
on the Chicago Exchange. He made several 
millions of dollars, but later lost all. 

“Old Hutch” succumbed to heart disease 
at Lake Geneva, Wis. 

“Old Hutch” first learned the cobbler’s 
trade. He afterward went to Milwaukee 
and engaged in the grocery business. Re- 
moving to Chicago about # years ago, he 
became a grain and commission merchant 
and joined the Board of Trade. He pros- 
pered, and then began Ais career as the 
most daring speculator Chicago has ever 
seen. Those were the days before there was 
any prohibition of ‘“‘corners’’ or “‘puts end 
calls.’ From 1874 to 1890 he was the lead- 
ing figure of the exchange and in succes- 
sion he ran corners in wheat, corn, lard, 
pork and provisions, seldom clearing less 
than a million by each transaction, 

He worked on a system all his own and 
seldom let anyone into the deal with him. 
When he was bulling a market his clerks 
would be selling the commodity right and 
left, or vice versa. But about 1888 his luck, 
or judgment, failed him, and he rapidly 
lost all he had made. He and his methods 
gave way to new men and he gradualy 
dropped out of business. He opened a gro- 
cery store, but faied to make it pay. 
Then he went to New York where he had 
a brief and exciting career for a few 
months. He returned here a few years ago 
and retired to the Sanitarium, where he 
died. 

Mr. Hutchinson's personal appearance 
was striking. His tall, straight, thin figure 
was always clad in Diack, and his smoothly 
shaven face, shaded by an enormous soft 
black hat, was never forgotten by the be- 
holders. During his active life he kept a 
close watch on all crop news and fre- 
quently he could be seen in the counting 
rooms of the newspapers at 4 o'clock in 
the morning, ——— to get the first pa- 
pers, in order to read the market and crop 
news.

PRUNING SHEARS. 


BOY SERIOUSLY WOUNDED. 


Julius Kuene Under Arrest and It Is 
Feared the Lad, Stewart John- 
son, May Not Recover. 


Stewart Johnson, a 14-year-old boy, is 
lying in a critical condition at the City Hos- 
pital with a deep wound in his side. Ju- 
lius Kuene is under arrest, charged in a 
warrant with assaut to kiil. 

I'rom the statement of the witnesses the 
attack on the boy seems to have been 
brutal 

The Johnson boy lives with hig mother, 
Mrs. May Johnson, at 42145 Hunt av. Thurs- 
day afternoon he was playing with some 
other boys at Tower Grove and Folsom 
avs. Kuene, with another man, was prun- 
ing some trees and shrubs. One of the 
boys jostled against a shrub which the 
other man Was pruning. The man abused 
the boys. 

Kuene, the boys say, deliberately threw 
his pruning shears at the Johnson boy. 
The point struck him in the side. It had 
been thrown with such force that it was 
driven through the boy’s clothing and pen- 
etrated his side between the eighth and 
ninth ribs. The boy sank to the ground. 
The shears remained sticking in his side. 
Kuene ran away. 

Officer Bartold carried the boy to his 
home and from there he was sent to the 
City Hospital. The doctors there pro- 
nounced his injuries very serious, 

Kuene was arrested Thursday night by 
Officer Rice at his home, Bates and Sev- 
enth ats.

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IN DEFENSE OF THE CITY. 


At the meeting of the Bar Association in the interest of the 
World's Fair, Mr. James L. Blair struck a note with regard 
to the spring elections which should find a strong response in 
the breasts of the citizens of St. Louis. 

Mr. Blair urged the necessity of the election to the Municipal 
Assembly of men of capacity and integrity as a necessary con- 
dition to the success of the World's Fair. 

Citizens should bear in mind that the men elected this spring 
will serve four years, and hence will be a part of the World's 
Fair Municipal Assembly. The character of the men elected 
to the House of Delegates this spring ‘will determine the char- 
acter of the Huuse of Delegates which will deal with all meas- 
ures affecting the World’s Fair. The character of the men 
elected to the Council this spring will determine the character 
of the Council for two years, and will greatly modify the char- 
acter of the Council for the remaining two years to the open- 
ing of the fair. If bad men are elected to the Council this 
spring the redemption of the Council two years hence will be 
extremely difficult, if not impossible. 

All special Worid’s Fair measures, all public improvements, 
the expenditure of the city’s revenues or of funds which may 
be raised for public improvements will be controlled by the 
Assemblymen elected this spring. They will represent St. 
Louis for four of the most important years in the history of 
the city. 

Dishonest or incapable Assemblymen, especially Councilmen, 
controlled by a corrupt machine, will mean.the continuation of 
the policy of extravagance and plunder which has stripped 
the City Treasury and prevented necessary public improve- 
ment. Dishonesty and incapacity in continued control of the 
Council and House will intensify public distrust and will block 
all plans to secure increase of revenues for needed public im- 
provements or the improvements themselves for which the or- 
dinary revenues economically expended would provide. The 
World's Fair will find the city sunk in the mire, without 
streets, sewers, lights, and a prey to municipal plunderers. 

Never was.there greater need of municipal reform. Never 
was the necessity of it so manifest. Never were the re- 
sults to be gained of such tremendous import to the people. 

Ifthe World's Fair is to be saved and the city put in order 
for the visit of thousands of strangers the citizens of St. Louis 
must get together regardless of political opinion or party 
affiliations, for the interests of St. Louls. They must down 
corrupt machines, defeat dishonest or incapable candidates, or 
candidates with any taint or suspicion of machine domina- 
tion. 

The interests of St. Louis must be put above all other in- 
terests in the coming elections. Work and vote for St. Louis 
and the World’s Fair. Now is the time to begin. 
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“I know that the lobby is here, and I know that it resorts to 
improper methods,”’ admits Mr. Barnett in complaining of the 
suspicion from which honest members of the Legislature may 
suffer. The lobby should be driven out at once and severely 
punished for every one of its offenses. It would not then be 
possible for any innocent member to be suspected.

Members who have always heretofore pro- 
ceeded on the theory that no lobby existed, 
are now fully aware of its presnce at the 
capital and are aroused against it. The 


farmers are particularly indignant at the 
lobby and are determined to down it. 

The falze move was made in connecticn 
with the bill fix®mg rates to be charged by 
stock yards. This is peculiarly a tsriier 
measure, although many members who are 
not strictly farmers favor ‘it. 

The lobby made up its mind ‘o kill the 
bill yesterday, as it was on the cal- 
endar for passage. Early in the afternoon 
agents of the organized sou began opera- 
tions. They got members who are frien:i'y 
to the bill out of the House on any pre- 
text that could be used successftily. he 
friends of the bill allowed themselves to be 
led into the trap unwittingly. When enottgh 
of them were scattered in the hails and 
committee rooms to insure the defeat of 
the bill if it were brought up, George T. 
Lee of Carter County moved that the 
House proceed to the third reading of 
House bills. The stock yards bill was the 
first bill in this class. The motion was 
adopted. 

Bohart of Clinton and Fitzgerald of Gen- 
try were in a committee room figuring on 
their list of supporters for the bill, when 
Prather of Atchison, the author of the bill 
in great excitement, came rushing out an 
informed them of what was going on. They 
hurried into the House and were as- 
tounded to find that the enemies of the Dill 
had rushed it to-third reading and were 
about to vote on it without debate. Bohart 
got the floor and moved to lay the Dill 
over informally. By this time the friends 
of the bill had hustled their supporters 
back to the House, and Bohart’s motion 
carried, 

The friends of the bill had expected to 
take up the bill during the day, but when 
they counted noses they found that, ownig 
to a disaffection pmone Southeast Missouri 
farmers, who expect lobby support for a 
bill establishing an insane asylum in thelr 
section, they hadn't enough votes to carry 
the bill through, and would require time to 
get their people back in line. 

The effect of this dodge of 'the lobby and 
the enemies of the bill was to create a sen- 
timent of deep resentment among the 
friends of the bill, who are now more than 
ever determined to pass it. It has shown 
them what the lobby can and will do when 
it is pushed hard. ‘And those members who 
professed to doubt the existence of a lobby 
are now thoroughly convinced of its pres- 
ence at the capital. 

“There is no doubt,” said Mr. Bohart 
after the skirmish was over, “that the 
lobby deliberately planned to take snap 
udgment on us and it nearly sticcecded. 

am one of those who used to contend 
that there was no organized lobby here, 
but I know different now. But this trick 
to-day has only made me more determined 
to do all I can to secure the passage of 
the bill.’’ 

The friends of the bil) declare they will 
repay the members from Southeast Mis- 
sourl who deserted them in order to get 
votes for their insane — bill, y 
voting down that measure. Ina conference 
of Southeast Missouri members called to 
consider the deal with the stock yards peo- 
ple, Dr. Dalzell of Webster County toid 
them that they would make a bad !:iunder 
if they took such action. He warned thein 
that they would lose more friends than 
they would gain. 


The second proomeanee of the lobby was 
as unsuccessfu the first. Late in the 
afternoon, just fore adjournment when 
more than half of the members wer 
away from the House, the Farris bill, 
extending the provisions of the anti-insur- 
ance trust law to the St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City Boards of Underwriters, which 
has passed the Senate, came up in the 
House for second readi and reference to 
a committee. A similar bill introduced in 
the House was referred to the Committee 
on Criminal Jurisprudence where the lobby 
has succeeded in keeping it. The friends of 
the Farris bill were therefore very anxious 
to have it referred to another comumiiitee 
and in fact the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Criminal Jurisprudence, Mr. Hamil- 
ton of Daviess County was ready to move 
that it be sent to another committee. 
When the bill was read, Mr. Hall of Sa- 
line asked that it be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary, which will report on 
itina hurry. The Speaker so referred it. 

At that’ moment Mr. Mann of Kansas 
City the special friend of the insurance 
trusts entered the House and learned what 
was going on. He arose and moved that 
the bill be referred to the Committee on 
Fire Insurance, of which he is a member. 
He was unsuccessful. Mann made a bad 
impression by his move, as he hag been 
se closely identified with the trusts, that 
his appeal for the reference to a com- 
mittee of which he is a member was taken 
by many members as an exposure of his de- 
sire to get the bill where he would have 
an increased chance of throttling it. 

On motion of Mr. Hall of Saline the bill 
was then laid over informally. 

The farmers are teaching the lobby some 
tricks. When the railroad lobby thought 
it had the 2-cent fare bill out o27 the wa 
i: began taking a hand against the stock 
vards bill, as was shown by its ill-advised 
move yesterday. There are many farmers 
and other members who du not want a 2?- 
cent fare bill, who do favor the stock yards 
bill. The action of the House this morn- 
ing in reviving the 2-cent fare bill and put- 
ting it on the calendar is mere'y the inno- 
cent farmer's method of gerv'ng notice on 
the railroad lobby that !t must keep its 
fingers out of legislation chat does not af- 
fect its employers. 


THAT $40,000 APPROPRIATION. 


To Be Available the Bill Must Be 
Amended.

Effect of the Change in the Law Pro- 
posed by the Auditor. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 17.—Sen- 
ator Dowell has been doing some figuring 
on the effect that would follow the enact- 
ment of the bill suggested by Auditor Sel- 


bert, providing that the State and county 
Baloon Iicenses be fixed at $200 and $400 re- 
spectively. Under the law as it now stands 
many of the counties charge the saloons 
0) a year county license. Senator Dow- 
ell’s figures show that Mr. Seibert’s bill 
would not anly deprive every county and 
St. Louis ety of at least $100 a year now 
received from saloon licenses, and give it 
to the State, but that it would in many 
counties take away a larger sum from the 
count’es and give it to the saloon-keepers. 
Senator Schweickardt saw this at once, 
and although he represents the saloonists, 
he freely admits that the Seibert bill would 
put thousands of dollars into the pockets 
of the saloon-keepers. In fact. he informed 
Senator Dowell of th's fact. Senator Dow- 
ell has prepared a table which shows this 
strikingly. 
31 counties in which the county license tis 
now more than $500 a year; in other words, 


from the counties more than $100 a year. 
In the follow'ng the county license is $800 
a year: Andrew, Callaway. Grundy, Holt, 
Howard, Jasper and Nodaway. The total 
losses to these counties by the Seibert bill 
would be $24,400, and the total gain by the 
State on the same counties would be $6100.

When the news of the terrible tragedy 
was conveyed to the homes of the dead 
men the shrieks of anguish from their 
wives, mothers and sisters were heartrend- 
ing. Besides his father, John Williams 
leaves a mother and three grown sisters. 
Goslee leaves a widow and children, the 
youngest being an infant. Toler had no 
relatives here. Hart leaves a widow and’ 
children, and young Hinkle, the innocent 
victim, leaves relatives here. 


As to the origin of the first difficulty, in 
which the Sheriff, his son and Sergeant 
Goslee, were concerned, Goslee made this 
Statement. His story was told before the 
second fight took place. He was shot dead 
in that engagement. 

“I walked over to where Bob and Dave 
Young were standing, talking,”’ said Goslee. 
“Bob (Williams) produced a piece of paper. 
On it were some names, amo them mine. 
Pointing to these, Williams said: 

* "These are the people who held a caucus 
in the office of the Chief of Police this 
morning against Belding, and I want to 
know what you mean by working against 


“I replied that I was not unfriendly to 
Belding and had taken no active part in 
the campaign. Williams called me a liar, a 
coward and other opprobious names. I 
told him that I wanted no trouble with 
him; that he was the Sheriff of the county 
and that I would respect his authority, 
etc He then made a movement as if to 
draw a pistol, and I placed my hand on 
mine. I again told him that I wanted no 
trouble with him, but that if forced to I 
would defend myself. At this juncture 
Dave Young stepped between us, saying: 

‘**Boys, this will not do.’ 

“I walked away, and when I reached 
Judge Kirk’s office I noticed Williams and 
Dave Young struggling in the street. Some 
one cried, ‘Look out!’ and I saw Williams 
raise his pisto] and shoot. He fired four 
times before | fired at him. I shot twice 
at him. Then John Williams, the Sheriff's 
son, ran across the street and emptied his 
pistol at me. I retreated into the alley- 


way. 

Sheriff Williams declares that when he 
met Goslee, the latter accused him of be- 
ing an enemy of Chief Toler. ‘He says 
that Goslee drew his pistol and would have 
killed him had not Dave Young interfered. 

“I was unarmed, said Williams, “and so 
informed Goslee. When Goslee left me I 
went up to the City Hall corner, where I 
met John, my son. About this time Goslee 
appeared on the street. I hear that he 
fired two shots and ran. John handed me 
a pistol and procured another from a 
friend, and we both opened fire on Goslee 
as he ran up the sidewalk. The shots went 


wild.’’ 


The nomination of a Citizens’ ticket to 
oppose the one named by the regular Dem.

ferences that culminated in the tragedy, 
Excitement has been running at fever hea 
ever since the Independents decided to put 
a ticket in the field, and charges and 
counter charges of political treachery have 
been freely made.

Opposing him, on the 
Citizens’ ticket, is Capt. C. W. Frey. R.

Chief of Police Thomas C. Toler was just 
as strong a Frey man. It is said that he 
was not specially opposed to Belding until 
he learned that Belding was opposed to 
him. and then he joined the ranks of Beld. 
ing’s bitterest opponents. 

Williams and Toler naturally were an- 
tagonistic toward one another, though no 
open rupture occurred between them. Still, 
but little was needed to Kindle the fire of 
their enmity into the deadly conflict that 
marked the culminatien of the feud.

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THE NETHERSOLE CAMILLE. 


“Camille” was the Nethersole bill at the 


Olympic Thursday night and a deeply in- 
terested audience sat until 11:30 o’clock 
and enjoyed the performance. Most of us 
have seen the play many times with divers 
women in the role of Marguerite Gauthier, 
but none of us except those whose mem- 
ories run back to the fifties ever_ before 


saw the characters clothed as they are in 
‘Miss Nethersole’s production of the piece. 
Acting on the suggestion of Mme. ern- 
hardt she has made it a costume play. The 
men wear the pegtop trousers, ruffled 
shirts and the women the poke bonnets and 
crinoline of 3 years or 6o ago. The inno- 
vation is pare’. @ matter of taste and in- 
tended to gratify the public’s craving for 
novelty, for *“‘Camille” is a play of the al- 
Ways present. It must be said, however, 
that Miss Nethersole has two strong argu- 
ments that justify her in costuming ‘“Ca- 
mille” in the garments worn at the 
time the play was written. The first 
is that that period was a sartorial 
epoch. Powder and patches and small 
swords and knee breeches had gone 
out, but crinoline and ruffles and snuff 
boxes lingered, and shield bosom shirts and 
lain cu and scanty skirts had not come 
n. It is good and inetructive to see the 
kind ofgarments that were worn when our 
randfathers were dashing young bucks. 
he second reason for giving the play ‘“‘in 
costume’ is that the people like it that 


way. 

Miss Nethersole’s Marguerite Gauthier is, 
in the estimation of the writer, greater than 
that of any living woman not excepting 
Bernhardt. The most admirable feature of 
the Nethersole art ig her accurate differen- 
tian of character. Her Camille is as dif- 
ferent from her Carmen as a camelia is 
from a tiger lily, and Doth differ from her 
Mrs. Tanqueray and her Beatrix as those 
two differ from each other. Her Carmen is 
a dusky beast-eyed reveling in sin for sin's 
sake, her Camilie is a blue-eyed Magdalen 
who loves one man well enough to sacrifice 
her own love and his in order to spare the 
heart of his pure sister. Miss Nethersole 
draws her character lines with a firm, true 
hand. She impresses on you that Camille 
is an unchaste woman who is rified by 
the fire of a grand passion; at she is 
doomed to die and knows it and yet has 
no fear, and she sends you away full of ad- 
miri pity for the woman who loved 60 
well she could reject love. It was a great 
piece of acting. No detall was omitted that 
could tend to form the idea that it was 
Marguerite Gauthier on the stage and not 
an imitation. There were real tears. real 
nose blowing, real coughing and a real red 
nose. 
Mr. Revelle payed Armand. He seemed 
nervous at times but Was very strong in 
the third act when he denounces Camille 
and flings money at her. The other mem- 
bers of the caat Gid acceptable work. ‘“4- 
mille’ will be the Dill the remainder of the
